cation tax amendment was pass- 
ed at the 1929 election and states 
iua side of the case in so many 
words, in a Letter to the Editor 
received 
here 
Thursday. 
Mr. 


Bohnert voted against the adopt- 
ion of the amendment in the house 
of representatives Tuesday even- 
ing. 


The letter entitled 'Barnumized 


anc' Benderized' follows: 


"The home owners, farmers and 


real estate owners were Bernum- 
ized at the November election in 
1929 by the passage of the classi- 
fication tax amendment as put in- 
to effect by this 89th Assembly. 


"Much of the Barnumizmj can 


be credited to some of the state 
farm ^bureau leaders and some of 
fhej slate grange leaders. I hav? 
a well-founded suspicion that these 
leaders are drawing double salary; 
one from the farmers that they 
are fooling, and one from the in- 
terests they represent. 


"The new law provides that 


farms, homes and improvements 
thereon are not only subject to the 
.15-mill levy. - &ut> mast bear— 
bonded indebtedness present and 
future, so will tangible personal 
property. 
Intangibles will not. 


Household furnishings, musical in- 
struments and paintings are free 
from taxation. Farm machinery, 
tools, stock used in agriculture 
and manufacturing equipment are 
taxed 50 per cent of their true 
value in money, all other tangible 
personal property at 70 per cent 
of their true value in money^Both 
•are also subject to the 15-mill 
limitation and bonded indebted- 
ness-- 


"Intangibles, such as deposits 


in banks, etc., are subject to two 
mills on the dollar; such as invest- 
ments/ five per cent of the gross 
income. It is said the banks and 
building and loan companies will 
absorb the two mill levy. Some 
will and some will not. A large 
majority win either take it off the 
depositor or pass it on to the bor- 
rower. 


"How 
the new law will work, I 


will explain. 


"The owner of a $3,000 home or 


farm will be subject to a $45 tax. 
The owner of $3,000 worth of 
farm equipment and farm stock, 
or the owner of $3,000 worth of 
manufacturing equipment, will be 
subject to $22.50 tax. The owner 
of $3,000 worth of all other tan- 
gible personal property will be 
subject to $31.50, and all must 
bear 
all bonded 
indebtedness, 


present and future. 


"The owner of $3,000 worth of 


household goods, musical instru- 
ments or paintings pays no tax. 


"The owner of $3.000 worth of 


deposits (if not absorbed by the 
bank or building and loan com- 
pany) must pay 2 mills or 58 in 
taxes. The owner of $3,000 in in- 
vestments earning 7 per cent 
which amounts to $210, must pay 
5 per cent on the $210. which is 
$10.50 tax, and neither of the 
above- three properties is subject 
to the bonded indebtedness, pres- 
ent or future. 


"The new tax law partially 


takes care of the schools of the 
state, but makes no provision for 
taking care of the county's and 
township's 
administrative 
ma- 


chinery. This is the Benderizcd 
part of the law. Its purport is to 
do away with our township form 
of government and break up our 
county unit. Its purport is to for- 
ever put an end to home rule, 


"This new tax law is favorable 


with the wealthy class. This class 
is offering no supplemental law to 
help out the county and lownship 
un.ts which reeks of more of 
their ideas, such as abolishing the 
property tax oa automobiles and 
trucks, and raising the tag license 
on the same.
